President Eisenhower today 
conferred the Medal of Freedom 
with brome palm upon the 
French flight nurse who tended 
the wounded through the fall of 
Dien Bien Phu. 

The nurse, Genevieve. de 
Galard-Terraube, thanked the 
President in a barely audible 
voice and said she accepted the 
great honor on behalf of those 
who fought in the Indochina 
fortress. 

The presentation took place 
on the White House steps in the 
rose garden with Miss de Galard 
standing between the President 
and Mrs. Eisenhower. 

The citation was read by 
Cmdr. Edward L. Beech, presi- 
dential naval aid. 

It said that. Miss de Galard 
by her ministrations to the 
sick and wounded at Dien Bien 
Phu, inspired and heartened 
the entire free world.” 

“Her service to her comrades, 
marked by the courage of a 
woman in battle and by the de- 
votion of a nurse to her sworn 
duty, has been unsurpassed in 
this century,” the citation added. 
The President listened intent- 
ly as the citation was read. Af- 


terward, he pinned the medal n. 


the nurse’s left shoulder. She 
wears there also the Red Rib- 
bon of France’s Legion of Honor. 

Mr. Eisenhower said he was 

“very happy” to make the pres- 
entation and added: “It is well 
earned. Congratulations.” 

The Medal of Freedom, a rare- 
ly. given honor, can be con- 
ferred only by the President or 
by the Secretaries of State, De- 
fense, Army, Navy and Air 
Force.

WE DO THINK that perhaps you agg worrying exces- 
sively about your son.

However, we suspect that you can account for his being 
left out, in part, on the grounds of his early entrance into 
first grade. This is one of the things which we have in 
mind when we argue and even plead against early first- 
grade extrance, especially for boys.
